Ministry agrees to 


polio inoculation 
for all under-40s

In a dramatic reversal of its policy 
limiting polio immunization to po- 
lio-affected areas. the Health Minis- 
try last night announced ἃ nation- 
wide immunization programme. 

Every resident of Israel. the West 
Bank and Gaza who has not yet 
reached the age of 40 will. by the 
end of this month, receive a booster 
dose of oral polio vaccine as a “pre- 
ventive measure. 

The ministry also adopted all rec- 
ommendations presented by a 
three-member team of foreign 
experts. 

Standard vaccination policy is to 
be changed, so that babies will re- 
ceive two injections of killed-virus 
Salk vaccine and three attenuated- 
virus oral Sabin doses, instead of 
four Sabin doses, by the age of 15 
months. 

To prevent a spread of the polio 
outbreak within the Green Line, a 
total of 3.2 million residents will re- 
ceive vaccinations, at a cost of six

The Health Ministry declared that 
there is plenty of oral Sabin vaccine. 
The small number of people with 
immunological problems will re- 
ceive Salk vaccine injections instead 
which is already in the country, 
and there is no need for anyone to 
buy their own vaccine from pharma- 
cies before immunizations are of- 
fered in their area.

Provincial president forced to quit 
Unrest escalates in Yugoslavia 


NOVI SAD (AP) - The president 
of Yugoslavia‘s Vojvadina province 
resigned yesterday as 100.000 pro- 
testers demanded that his entire ad- 
ministration quit office. Novi Sad 
television reported. 

President Nandor Major resigned 
after crowds laid siege to official 
buildings and tried to breach police 
barricades in the provincial capital 
Novi Sad. 

Communist party leaders in Ser- 
bia, Yugoslavia’s largest republic, 
backed the demonstrators’ call for 
the resignations of all the leaders of 
Vojvodina. Serbs want to trim the 
autonomy of the republic’s two 
provinces of Vojvodina and Ko- 
sovo. 

The protest, the second in as 
many days, was the fiercest in a 
crusade by Serbian Communist Par- 
ty chief Slobodan Milosevic to re- 
gain control of the two regions, a 
focus of political and ethnic tension. 

Yesterday evening, the Commu- 
nist Party leadership of Vojvodina 
announced it would resign collec- 
tively. This could pave the way for 
more changes in the national Com- 


munist Party leadership and in the 
parties of Yugostavia’s six constitu- 
ent republics. 

National party chef Stipe Suvar 
said on Tuesday night that a shake- 
up of the ruling party Politburo -- the 
most powerful body in Yugoskivia -- 
aod in the policy-setting central 
committee, wauld tuke plave on or 
before ἃ central committee meeting 
on October 17. 

Dozens of groups of demonstra- 
tors rallied yesterday afternoon in 
the streets of Novi Sad, to press 
demands that the local party leader- 
ship quit. The flag-waving crowds 
chanted “We want resignations” 
and shouted slogans against hw 
wages and falling living standards as 
they faced heavy police cordons 
around the locat Communist Party 
headquarters and other official 
buildings. 

Anti-riot police and uniformed 
forces rebuffed an attempt by an 
estimated 30.000 demonstrators to 
force their way into the central com- 
mittee building in Novi Sad over- 
night, witnesses said. There were no

Ezer Weizman remarked Leet 
the good of the peace process he was 
prepared to put on ἃ shireimel. 
Aloni rejects this approach outright. 
“I am not sure he said something 
very smart here. No one in the reli- 
gious parties wants him to wear one. 
They want him to respect their val- 
ues. I know these people and I know 
what their concerns are.” 


For Aloni, it is not only a question 
of making concessions to the Ortho- 
dox camp. She cannot accept the 
notion that the peace process is an 
element which can be easily separat- 
ed from other aspects of our public 
life. “There is no chance for peace 
in a country which does not cherish 
democracy and where people do not 
receive their basic necessities.” 
Aloni asserts that the collapse of our 
medical organizations and’ our edu- 
cation system is bound to affect the 
texture of Israeli society. 

Asked to identify CRM’s target 
groups, Aloni names three: first- 
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A MODEL OF one of Israel's fu- 
ture satellies stood atop a cabinet in 
the office of Prof. Yuval Ne’eman, 
the chairman of the Tehiya party 
and of the Israel Space Agency. 

He had just completed extolling 
Israel's first satellite, Ofek 1, and 
the rocket which had launched it 
into space.

However, if a National Govern- 
ment is formed following the No- 
vember 1 elections and if Tehiya 
wields considerable influence in it, 
“then we will will finish off this inti- 
fada very quickly. ” 

Ne"‘eman’s recipe calls for more 
repression ‘of Palestinians and for an 
increasing Israeli presence in the ad- 

ered territories. That, he said, 
will change the Arabs’ mood and 
bring them to heel. ; 

“ Why did the intifada break out 
now,” he asked? It is because the 
Palestinians felt the Jews were soft- 
ening up. in the years immediately 
following the 1967 war they were in 
astate of shock. Then they saw Jew- 
ish settlements popping up ail over 
the place. 

“The Left called that ‘creeping 
annexation’ — and it was right,” 
Ne’eman said. Every additional set- 
tement was an additional Jewish an- 
chor in the area and the Arabs un- 
derstood that as well. So as long as 
the di ics were those in which 
Israel controlled and ruled, it was 

ible to find Arab collaborators. 
The Arabs felt they had no choice. 


BUT NO NEW settlements were 
established in the past four years 
and the Alignment's leader, Shimon 
Peres, talked about some Israel 
out of the territories, Ne’eman con- 
tinued. So, with no creeping annex- 
ation and with Israel preparing to 
leave, “who would want to collabo- 
rate with us? And who, under the 
age of 30, would not want to take 
part in their “War of Liberation’ 
which would soon find Israel our- 
side?” 

So Ne’eman advocated that Israel 
extend its sovereignity to Judea, Sa- 
maria and Gaza. That would prove 
Israel's resolve to keep those 
territories.

IN ADDITION to annexing the ter- 
ritories Ne’eman wants the govern- 
ment to apply economic pressure on 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip's 
Arab residents. Labourers should 
be prevented from crossing into Is- 
rael proper as long as the unrest 
continues. “One member of the 
family comes to work in Tel Aviv 
and leaves his brother behind to 
throw stones. Let them all stay there 
and suffer the consequences until 
order is restored.”” he said. Econom- 
i¢ sanctions should be imposed also 
on the farmers. They should be pre- 
vented from exporting their produce 
to Jordan and through it to other 
Arab countries. “Let those vegeta- 
bles rot,” he said. 

At the same time, Israel should 
establish Jewish settlements “‘wher- 
ever the Arabs stage the intifada.” 
This could be termed a boomerang 
effect whereby the more the Pales- 
Unlans riot to get the Jews out, the 
more Jews they will see around. 

But where will be find the Jews 
willing to move there? he was asked. 
Didn't the settlement movement 


just about exhaust its potential? 

The Tehiya leader agreed there 
had been a slump in the number of 
Jews moving to the territories. But 
that slump is ἃ thing of the past, he 
insisted. Jews have recently been 
rising to the challange the intifada 
had posed and have been moving 
there. 

With a little government help in-

THE YOUNG Kurdish refugee 
who asked me to come along with 
him was dressed -- like most men in 
the Diyarbakir refugee camp -- in 
the khaki uniform of the Fesh Mer- 
geh Kurdish resistance in Iraq. It 
was the second day of my visit last 
week to this camp, 15 kilometres 
from Diyarbakir, the unofficial 
Kurdish capital of Turkey. 

The young man grabbed me by 
the hand and said: “Let's hurry, 
many people are waiting!” 

More than 25 Kurdish refugees, 
most of whom were in their 50s or 
60s, waited for us in a tent, sitting in 
a semi-circle on straw mats. Salman 
Khurshid, the most senior man 
there, asked, “How do you like your 
tea, with or without sugar?” And 
then he said: “You are from Israel, 
is that right? We have seen you here 
for the last two days and we have 
decided to talk to you and transfer 
through you a message to the Israeli 
public, especially to our Jewish 
brothers who used to live with us in 
Kurdistan. 

“We remember the Jewish broth- 
ers who used to live with us in most 
of our villages and towns. We re- 
member the assistance you provided 
to us during the 1960s and the 1970s. 
‘We remember the complex ties you 
had.with our late leader, Mula Mus- 
tafa Barazani. We all semember . 
how the late Barazani felt towards 
you, his admiration for everything 
that had to do with Israel. And now 
we hear that you are ready to let in 
200 Kurdish orphans,” he said. 

“What is 200 children compared 
to the masses of people here m the 
camps?” 

“You saw with your own eyes, ™ 
continued Salman Khurshid, “the 
huge numbers of refugees who came 
from Iraqi Kurdistan through the 
Turkish border. You saw how we 


; five here in the camps — the very. 


unhygienic conditions, the open 
sewage everywhere, the fact that ev- 
ery two families have to share one 
tent. So what do you think ? You 
think we want to stay here 7" 

“J would like'to ask you about a 
certain matter. While we were still 
in our homes in Iraqi Kurdistan, in 
our villages, 1 watched the Iraqi TV 
and I saw the Palestinians throwing 
stones and bottles at you . Is that 
right?” That's right, I said, the Pal- 
estinians in the territories call it Inti- 
fada and it is regarded by the world 
as their national uprising, 1 
continued. 

“All this Intifada is a big oon- 
sense,” said Salman. “Aren't you 
ashamed of yourselves when they 
throw stones at you? Let me suggest 
something and see how you Israelis 
and your government react to it: 
Take alt the Palestinians out of the 
territories -- how many are there ? A 
million-and-a-half ? — and put them 
in Iraq, in the Kurdish part of this 
country. They will have to be ac- 
cepted nicely by their Arab so-called

They were 811} looking at me as 
though the only thing necessary for 
their was my consent. I 
told them that 1 was just a journal- 
ist, not a politician or a government 
official, and that the only thing I 
could do was pass on their message 
to the Israeli public. 

“But you promised to write about 
it, remember!" said Salman, “and 
do not forget.. We know some of 
your ministers. For instance, I knew 
your finance minister, Moshe Nis- 
sim, since he was a chifd in Zakho.” 
I told them that Moshe Nissio’s fa- 
ther was from Baghdad. (Nissim 
himself was born in Jerusalem). But 
this did not help. Salman repeated 
his version about Moshe Nissim and 
said he was sure Nissim would help 
the Kurds, his neighbours, in their 
worst hour. ᾿ 

In another refugee camp in this 
area I visited last week , the Mardin 
camp near.the Syrian border, a 
group of Fesh Mergeh fighters asked 
me where I was from. The moment 
they heard ‘Israel’ they said: “Please 
help us, only you can help us!”. 

How would you like us to help 
you, 1 asked them. Do you want us 
to fight the Iraqi army ? Do you 
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Its Sources and Development 
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Kurds settle in the territories.’ 


want us to conquer Iraqi Kurdistan 
for you? “No, no, ” one of them 
said. “The first thing you can do is 
take in some thousands of refugees, 
like you took in the Kurdish Jews, 
our brothers, at the beginning of the 
1950 s and brought them to Jerusa- 
lem and the Kastel mountain (out- 
side Jerusalem). 

“Another thing you can do, ” he 
said, “is to raise your voice for us in 
the most powerful state in the 
world; the United States, who is 
your ally. And your ally is not doing 
enough. Don’t they understand that 
the Iraqis are publicly committing 
genocide? The Turks, to whom we 


owe many thanks for their hospital-- 


ity, are practically locking us up in 


six big prisons which they call refa- . 


gee camps. We are known as a free 
people. We were used to working 
hard every day, and here we do 
nothing from morning to night. 
Very soon we will start getting crazy 
here — it is impossible !” 

The six camps of the Kurdish ref- 


them playing with Kurdish children. 
but in other camps there were re- 
ported clashes between the army 
and the refugees. 

The clashes started when a group 
of Kurdish refugees from one of the 
camps decided to return to Iraq. 
Another group opposed them and a 
fight ensued. A group of Turkish 
soldiers entered the camp and start- 
ed beating both sides. 

During my last visit to the Diyar- 
bakir camp, an old Kurdish refugee 
ay me and asked if we 
could talk “in private". Let's go 
there, he said, to the shade of the 
trees. We went there, and as in all 
these refugee camps where the peo- 
ple have nothing to do but watch 
what others are doing, a dozen Fesh 
Mergeh fighters joined us by the 
trees, 


There, Shafiq Mustafa Mula Id 
AFJalil handed me a letter ad- 
dressed to his old Jewish neighbours 
from the village of Sharansh who 
left the village for Israel 38 years 
ago. It was addressed to Mordukh 
Wider, the family of Yunan Jalmido 
and the family of Shiomo Atiya who 
used to live with Al-Jali] in the same 
village. All of them probably 
changed their family names in 


Israel. 
“I am sending my.zegards.to all 
our friends,”the γίδες reads, “who 
‘used to livé with‘us in [rag and feft 
us. We also migrated from Iraq to 
the Diyarbakir region...” . The writ- 
er mentions many other names of 
Jewish neighbours like Yosef Shaul 
and Salim Shaul, and then he con- 
tinues writing about the maltreat- 
ment by the Iraqis and how they 
tried to annihilate the oppressed 
Kurdish people ... The writer does 
not ask anything from these Jewish 
neighbours for himself but only 
lent his, and other Kurdish 


AL-JALIL ASKED ME to promise 
that I would hand his letter to his old 
neighbours and I did. He escorted 
me to the main gate as though I 
carried with me the combined hopes 
and aspirations of all the Kurdish 
refugees in the Diyarbakir camp. 

There was a German TV crew at 
the Diyarbakir camp when 1 was 
there. The Kurdish refugees asked 
them to help bring some of the refu- 
gees to Germany. It seemed as 
though after more than a month in 
the camps, after the first shock of 
becoming a refugee, most of the 
Kurdish refugees are in despair. 

Most of them do not know what 
ΩΣ Kod pig meee to go.

“Could you please advise me what I 
should do? Where can I go? Eu- 
rope, the U.S., Israel, South Amer- 
ica? No one wants us, even the 
Turks want to get rid of us.

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SLOWLY, hesitantly, and tentatively democ-

marching on the world over. Although most 
member states of the UN remain undemocrat- 
ic, the future of despotism now looks dim. 

On Wednesday this week it was the Chilean 
People’s turn to say “no” toa military dictator 
who had ruled them with an iron hand for 15 
years. They did so not through a bloody 
counter-revlution but in a referendum or- 
dered by their own ruler. Gen. Augusto Pino- 
chet, president by grace of a military junta but 
under a bogus 8-year old constitution, expect- 
ed the people to freely go along with his plan 
to stay in power until 1997. That would pre- 
Sumably have legitimized his dictatorship 
even in the eyes of his many detractors inside 
Chile and throughout the Free World He 
invited 300 observers from foreign parlia- 
ments, including Israel's, to attest to the 
cleanness of the poll. 

But in a heavy turnout, the Chilean people 
turned him down by a ratio of nearly 6 to 4, 
Not counting blank votes. 

The original expectation of victory for the 
government had not been entirely unreason- 
able. Chile's prosperity during the past decade 
belied doctrinal claims that the denial of polit- 
ical freedom and human rights is irreconcil- 
able with economic pro; . Knowing his 
people as he thought he did, Gen. Pinochet 
had reason to believe that most of them would 
choose continued prosperity without freedom 
over the kind of democratic free-for-all that 
had previously brought Salvador Allende, the 
left-wing socialist, to the presidential palace. 

Plainly, the general did not know his people 


WHEN a government ministry admits, even 
implicitly, that it was wrong and changes its 
previous fixed position, it deserves to be com- 
mended at least for that.

A lesson in credibility 


From the beginning, ail the public. was told ᾿ supposedly. top-flight ‘medical establishment, 


'jtself not a reassuring fact, or, that they are ~ 


well enough. For one thing, Chile’s prosperity 
has been exceedingly, even cruelly, uneven. 
While benefiting the middle and especially 
upper classes it has tended to bypass much of 
the rest of the country. Secondly, larger in- 
comes, too, were apparently insufficient to 
snuff out the desire for political freedom. 

The results of the poll do not necessarily 
mean Chile's immediate return to democracy. 

After being apprised of the results, an anti- 
Pinochet coalition of 16 parties, headed by the 
president of the Christian Democrats, called 
on the armed forces to approve an amend- 
ment to the constitution that would allow 
early elections for the presidency and for par- 
fiament. But the junta, citing the constitution, 
is likely to insist that Gen. Pinochet stay on 
until 1990. In the intervening period almost 
anything might happen to seem to justify a 
junta claim that the country is threatened by a 
communist takeover, which requires renewed 
intervention by the military. 

However, retirement into the political 
wings need not break the hearts of the Chilean 
military. Not having been discredited by de- 
feat in any foreign war. as for example, the 
neighbouring Argentinian army. they could 
go on keeping their heads high and their pre- 
tensions to national leadership untouched. 
And there are still more than a few Chileans 
who, dreading a return to Allende’s allegedly 
bad times, might prefer the military in the 
hallowed name of law and order. 

For all that, the people of Chile have taken 
a giant step towards the restoration of their 
country’s democracy which cannot fail to have 
repercussions beyond their borders.

The Jerusalem Post for the past 40 
years and 1 enjoy reading the arti- 
cles and comments of the many seri-

In 1966 1 tried to dramatize the 
cause of peace by flying a small sin- 
gle-engine plane to Egypt, stretch- 
ing out a hand of peace and promot- 
ing the idea of dialogue ~ direct 
negotiations between Egypt and Is- 
rael. While people in Israel and 
throughout the world applauded, 
among them Ben-Gurion, Pope Paul

comfort to any child, be he Arab, 
Jewish, Ethiopian or any other. I 
will shout as loud as possible until I 
drown the voices of those who 
preach war and hatred. 
” Itis sad enough that so-called ex- 
perts and politicians control the 
right to send our young ones to war 
to kill or be killed. They must not 
have the monopoly on making 
peace. It is the birthright of every 
individual, every citizen willing to 
sacrifice and to risk his life in time of 
war to contribute people-to-people 
towards peace. This is my belief and 
I will pursue that course in my own 
time, by my own means, no matter 
what the cost or danger, believing 
that 1 can do no harm — yet might do 
some good and give some hope to 
some people.

THE ELECTION campaign which began four 
years ago when the two contestants, Labour and 
Likud, contracted their marmiage, mis- 
named the government of National Unity, is 
now entering its final round. 

‘Their background and the terms of their ketu- 
bah foreclosed any likelthood of a successful 
match. The dowry of the Likud. though copi- 
ous, was rather unattractive. In the seven years 
of its role it had plunged the country into an 
intractable war in Lebanon; jeopardized the 
peace with Egypt; blocked the progress towards 
Palestinian autonomy; tolerated the emergence 
of the malignancy of Jewish terror; and saddled 
the country with bottomless inflation and a 
soaring foreign debt. : 

‘But worst, it had split the nation, sapping its 
moral strength and debilitating its national will. 
Fission was at the origin of Likud's parent body. 
15 mentor Jabotinsky split the Zionist move- 
ment in the early 1930s. His Revisionist party, 
the forerunner of Begin’s Herut, preferred in- 
ternecine fights against the institutions of offi- 
cial Zionism and its leaders to joint positive 
action of stimulating atiyah and settlement. 

At a crucial stage of the Yishuv’s national 
struggle, it broke away from the Haganah, set- 
ting up its own splinter organization Etzel. This 
fractured again, when Abraham Stern and his 
group, dissatisfied with Etzel’s political orienta- 
tion and militant operations, founded Lehi, an 
organization ising individual terror. No 
one would have imagined at the time that 40 
years later one of Stern's successors would form 
ἃ government with one of Ben-Gurion’s disci- 
ples and become prime minister of Israel. 


THE TWO FOUNDING members of the Na- 
tional Unity government adhered to a curious 
division of functions. Labour undertook to ex- 
tricate the IDF from the Lebanese morass; to 
combat inflation; to stabilize the economy; re- 
furbish Israel's tarnished reputation abroad and 
to revive the faltering peace effort; while the 
Likud ministers, in their majority, refused to 
support the stringent and not always popular 
measures needed to effect the recovery, yet 
insisted on being credited with their success. 
‘The two parties, divided by ideology. political 
culture, social and moral concepts and by their 
attitude to war and peace, established a modi- 
cum of accommodation, sharing power but not 
responsibility, each of them trying to seize max- 
imum space on the bridge of the ship of state 
Steering it on an erratic course. United, howev- 
er, they were in their endeavour to survive 
intact the four years until the next elections. 
The unity government introduced a peculiar 
innovation imo Israel's constitutional life -- “the 
Prime Ministers Club" -- formed by the three 
past and present prime ministers sharing the 
particular distinction that none of them had 
ever decisively won 2 national election. Acting 
as a kind of supercabinet, they at times took 
decisions without the prior advice and consent 
of their cabinet colleagues. The “‘club” provid- 
ed shelter to its members against close ee 
mental scrutiny and public accountability for 
the failure of dubious affairs. Their bond did 
much to keep the-crisis-ridden government 


afloat. 
Shamir, re; ination, prevarica- 


tion and negation as the highest form of state- 
. craft — his only concession to mobility being 


prime-ministerial rotation ~ managed with con- 
summiate skill and obstinacy to il Peres’s 
tmrelenting efforts to restart the stalled 

train. It became the most inent victim of 
Shamir’s policy of stagnation. Pledged by ideol- 
ogy and mentality to the extension of Israel's 
sovereignty over the entirety of the land be- 
tween the sea and the river, Likud remained 
bound to obstruct any form of peace negotiation 
likely to jeopardize the attainment of its goal. In 
its book, the concept of “land for peace” is 
sacrilege. Those who advocate it are heretics or 
traitors who must be exorcised. 

The prevention of war and the attainment of 
peace are the supreme duties of any democratic 
government. Nowhere are the two issues as 
closely connected as in the Arab-Israel context. 
The more the prospects of peace recede, the 
faster the perils of war advance. Of course, the 
advent of peace does not depend exclusively on 


———— 
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Israel's striving. The stubborn denial of her 
legitimacy and continued hostility by ber neigh- 
bours remain the principal stumbling block. 


NONETHELESS. it is the imescapable respon- 
sibility of any government in Israel to try to 
breach the wall of enmity and not to raise it by 
ill-conceived policies. Wherever the Labour 


leadership saw a chance of breaking through, its . 


Likud partners spared no efforts to foil it. Li- 
kud's road to dead-end street is strewn with 
wrecked initiatives from the rejection of ἃ com- 
promise on Taba to the cold-shoiildering of the 
Shultz plan, from the detonation of the Hus- 
sein-Peres agreement on the modalities for the 
convocation of a peace conference to the pre- 
vention of progress on Pafestinian autonomy.

among them as misguided sentimentality. 
The iron fist, instead of smashing the upris- 
ing, steeled the will of the Palestinians to inten- 
Sify it. It was less the extent of the uprising than 
the depth of the emotions it aroused that per- 
plexed the civilian and military authorities 
alike. In their search for means to gain the 
hand they swayed between the applica- 
tion of unbridled force and the recognition that 
the uprising could only be ended by political 
dialogue. 
The minister of defence, admitting the dilem- 
ma, has failed until now to realize the correla-

the spirit but deepen the hatred. The imposition 
of bans on marketing crops will not make the 
fellahin more cooperative. The indiscriminate 
detention of members of the Palestinian inte}- 
lectual elite will remove from the political scene 
petential interlocutors and make way for more 
extremist leaders τὸ prosper. The intentional 
infliction of more casualties will provoke more 
violence and certainly not promote the pros- 
pects of peaceful settlement. 


THESE METHODS didn’t work in British- 
administered Palestine. They didn’: work any- 
where in the modern world. They won't work in 
the territories administered by Israel. for what- 
ever reason and justification we may be there. 
More than 30 vears ago Moshe Dayan, then 
chief of staff and later defence and forcign 
minister, said in an interview published by Y'e- 
diot Aharonor on December 15, 1956: 

“The days are past when governments ruled 
over people. Today the population dictates its 
will to the government...The introduction of 
large numbers of Arabs into the country will be 
fatal; it will pose enormous danger to Israeli 
democracy. to the country’s advancement, cul- 
ture, internal regime and. ultimately, its very 
future.” 

While {srael must recognize that legitimate 
national aspirations cannot be eradicated by 
force, and especially nat by its excessive use. the 
Palestinians must realize that violence will not 
end the occupation and firebombs will not set 
Israel ablaze. They play. however, into the 
hands of those who do not care a bit about the 
aggravation of the confrontation. 


Tragically, Levinger and his cohorts are more 
and more calling the tune. Uninhibited and 
unimpeded they mount punishing expeditions, 
stir up trouble wherever possible and disturb 
the work of the security forces, while claiming 
their protection. Their prescriptions for ruthless 
dealing with demonstrators. dismissed in the 
past by the authorities as wild and inflammua- 
tory, have become today standard practice. 
Their call for demolitions and expulsions, 
loathed when it was first pronounced, has be- 
come today accepted routine. 

The breakers of the law of the land have 
become the makers of their own law of anarchy.

They delude themselves into believing that the 
bloodier the clashes, the stronger the urge will 
become for the mass expulsion of the Palestin- 
ians. They hope that in the cataclysm of war 
they will vanish from the soil of Eretz Yisrael. 
Unfortunately, Levinger and company can 
count on sympathizers in the government who 
refrain from openly endorsing their methods 
but favour their aims.

The Camp David picture is very 
impressive. The signing of the first 
and only peace it Israel 
has, to which Shamir and some oth- 
er i Likud leaders object- 
ed, was an achievement. But facts 
are not changed by propaganda, ef- 
fective as it may be. With or without 
huge flying doves on their posters, 
the 1988 leadership of the Likud is 
very different from the 1977 leader- 
ship of that same party. 


THREE POLITICAL leadets held 
the negotiations — then premier 
Menachem Begin, the foreign min- 
ister, Moshe Dayan, and the de- 
fence minister, Ezer Weizman. 
Their three top aides were Attor- 
ney-General Aharon Barak, Am- 
bassador Simcha Dinitz and Major- 


General Avraham Tamir. Since 
Camp David, Begin has resigned, 
Dayan has died and Barak has been 
appointed a justice of the Supreme 
Court. All the rest are now mem- 
bers of the Labour party, and Weiz- 
man is Labour campaign chairman. 
On the other hand, some of the 
1988 Likud leadership are Camp 
David adversaries: Shamir and 
Abu-Hatzeira, who abstained, 
Arens, who was a leading figure in 
the opposition to the accords, Yigal 
Hurvitz, who resigned from the cab- 
inet as a protest against Camp Da- 
vid, and Yitzhak Moda’i, who criti- 
cized the accords in the cabinet but 
did not resign — to mention only the 
ministers who held cabinet positions 
in Begin’s government too.

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Gorbachev’s modest victo 


A WEEK after Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev shocked his nation 
and the World by calling an emer- 
gency meeting of the Communist 
Party Central Committee and by 
moving rapidly to consolidate con- 
trol over the ruling Politburo, lead- 
ing Kremlin-watchers in the U.S. 
are still cautious in their assessment 
of the events in Moscow 

Instead of appraising the shakeup 
as a clear-cut and overwhelming vic- 
tory for Gorbachev, as did most of 
the nation’s pundits and editorialists 
in the immediate aftermath of the 
event, the revisionists tend to see 
last week's “Kremlin Massacre” as 
just another in a series of long-run- 
ning skirmishes in the war between 
supporters and opponents of peres- 
troika. They warn that despite his 
qualified success in the Central 
Committee meeting last week, Gor- 
bachev may be doomed to eventual 
defeat if he does not move quickly 
to reverse perestroika’s greatest 
shortcoming: its inability so far to 
reverse worsening economic condi- 
tions and bring food to the tables of 
disgruntled Soviet consumers. 

Early news accounts of the Krem- 
lin shakeup tended to portray it as 
an unequivocal personal victory for 
Gorbachev. After all, the Commu- 
nist Party leader was able to have 
himself appointed to the hitherto 
largely ceremonial position of presi- 
dent, a job which the Soviet leader 
evidently plans to augment consid- 
erably. 


GORBACHEV was successful in 
shifting to new jobs two men gener- 
ally seen as hard liners - ideology 
chief Yegor Ligachev (who was 
caught off guard while on vacation 
in Crimea) and KGB head Viktor 
Chebrikov — as agriculture chief and 
head of the legal policy commission 
of the Centra] Committee, 

tively, where they will apparently 
find it more difficult to challenge his 
primacy directly.

fronting the perestroika pro- 
gramme), both men are convinced 
that all of Gorbachev's political ma- 
neuvering and Politburo infighting 
ability will avail him little unless he 
can show solid results on the eco- 
nomic front within six months to a 
year. 

Another observer of the Soviet 
scene, former refusenik Alexander 
Goldfarb, believes that the shakeup 
did appreciably strengthen Gorba- 
chev in the short term. But Goldfarb 
believes that only with massive ma- 
terial support from the West will 
Gorbachev be able to deliver on 
some of the promises of perestroika. 

Goldman sounded the alarm 
anew about Gorbachev's exposed 
position in an October 5 New York 
Times op-ed piece entitled “Gorba- 
chess Coup: Sign of Weakness. 
Arguing somewhat facetiously that 
“the only sure conciusion we can 
draw from the upheaval...is that it is 
dangerous for members of the Polit- 
burv to go on vacation.” Goldman 
contended that Gorbachev returned 
to Moscow from his vacation in mid- 
September to find himself confront- 
ed with a “firestorm of criticism” 
over the detcrioration in food sup- 
plies. and nationalist unrest in Ar- 
menia and the Baitic states. 

Gorbachev decided he must move 
quickly against his cnemies before 
they undertook a “coup,” which, 
Guidman contends, Gorbachev sus- 
pected them of preparing. He 
moved decisively to catch his oppo- 


sition off-guard by launching his 
blitzkreig while his chief rival, Liga- 
chev, was on vacation. 

BUT GOLDMAN is decidedly un- 
inn with the results of the 
shakeup: “‘Gorbachev may have 
survived another round , but he has 
still not solved his problems. By fir- 
ing Andrei Gromyko and taking 
over Gromyko’s title as President of 
the Soviet Union, Gorbachev may 
now have the formal right to do 
what he has been doing de facto for 
the last three and a half years. But 
Ligachev and Viktor Chebrikov, the 
former KGB head are still there 
with at best ἃ slight foss of stature 
and possibly, an increase in power.” 

Goldman argued that while Che- 
brikov is no longer the head of the 
KGB, “in a sense (he) remains its 
overall superior because he has been 
named head of the legal policy com- 
mission of the Central Committee, 
which is responsible for designing 
human rights policies. This has 
shocked Soviet liberals. It's like 
naming Al Capone the Attomey 
General.” He added: “Chebrikov 
was also promoted to full member- 
ship in the party Secretariat, which 
makes him one of seven who coul 
conceivably succeed Gorbachev.” 

While some are pronouncing Li- 
gachev's shift to agriculture as a de- 
motion, “with the fate of Gorba- 
chev’s reforms resting chiefly on an 
increase in the food supply, Liga- 
chev is assured of continued ἱπέϊυ- 
ence,” Goldman asserted. 

He noted that if Gromyko, 2 long- 
standing conservative, was demoted 
from the Politburo, so was a Gorba- 
chev ally, former ambassador to 
Washington Anatoly Dobrynin. 
Goldman added: “It’s instructive to 
contrast Gorbachev's compromises 
with Nikita Krushchev’s 
when he unearthed a similar plot 
three years into his tenure. He man- 
aged to rid himself completely of his 
Opponents in the Politburo, but 
even then he lasted only seven 


years. 

“If Gorbachev is to succeed, he 
will have to find some way to resolve 
his pressing economic and national- 
ity programmes, His deft touch in 
political musical chairs, while an im- 
portant talent, will only take him so

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OCTOBER IS sometimes blister- 
ingly hot in the Gulf of Akaba, Late 
One day in 1906, a beleaguered team 
of men and camels may have alight- 
ed on the hill off Taba, and un- 
packed the one remaining telegraph 
pole which was to serve as the fizal 
preliminary border marker, point 
91, between British-contralled 
Egypt and the Ottoman Empire. 

As the sun set, Private Smith 
looked up and tried to locate point 
90, where the party had been only 
two hours before. At point 90, they 
had polished off their last drop of 
water, and ἃ particularly nasty spat 
had broken out between one of their 
Beduin guides and one of their 
Egyptian guards. As Smith squinted 
into the setting sun, the horrifying 
truth slowly sank in. 

“Mr. Wade. Mr. Wade,” he 
shouted, waving his hands frantical- 
ly at the head of the mission. Wade 
walked over slowly, and asked terse- 
ly, “ What is it, Smith?” 

“You can't see it, you can't see 
it." Smith replied. 

Wade peered at the general direc- 
tion of point 90. then slowly tumed 
around to gaze at the gunboat wait- 
ing in the crisp blue waters off Ras 
Taba. It was late in the day, his task 
was almost accomplished, and it was 
very. very hot. Mr. E. Wade, British 
surveyor. made his fateful decision. 

“Sod it.” he said, and ordered the 
labourers to dig the hole for the 
telegraph pole. “Nobody will ever 
notice.” he muttered to himself. 


EIGHTY-TWO YEARS later, in 
Geneva last week, a panel of five 
international arbitrators decided 
that this is the way things may have 
been.

These efforts included 
the compilation of thousands of le- 
gal briefs, documents and maps; in- 
ternational efforts in Turkey, Ger- 
many, Britain, Egypt and Cairo to 
uncover shreds of evidence from 
1906 and nd; interviews with 
descendants of the British officers 
who were involved in the 1906 delin- 
eation of the borders: interviews 
with any and all Israelis who had 
seen Taba before, during and after 
the 1948 War of Independence and, 
sometimes, some bizzare goings on. 

One of the more piquant endea- 
yours of the Israeli legal team is 
enshrined on a video tape in the 
vaults of the Foreign Ministry. It 
depicts the ministry's normally re- 
served legal adviser, Robbie Sabel, 
accompanied by IDF officers, attor- 
neys, land surveyors and six or sev- 
en camels laden with telegraph 
poles, trying to retrace the steps of 
the last day of the 1906 border- 
marking party. 

Sabel and his friends had believed 
that the account of Wade's progress 
did not stand up to reality. Wade, 
they believed, could not have laid 
four telegraph poles on his last day, 
as was asserted. The rabbi of Eilat 
was enlisted to figure out exactly 
when the sun set on that day in 1906. 

Their desert mission failed to 
prove it.

MANY MYSTERIES linger on, 
even after the arbitrators’ award.

But Sharon and Levy supporters were disap- 
pointed. Neither made an appearance on the 
first two nights, and their supporters began 
grumbling that Shamir and Arens were present- 
ing themselves as the sole leaders of the party.

Perhaps one should say the affair ended with 
a rustle, since rustles and strange noises on the 
telephone and in the dark were the main tea- 
tures of the story. 

From the moment the allegations of espw- 
nage were published, in a report in Hu'aretz 
which later appeared to be groundless. Likud 
circles flooded the press with reports of rustles, 
murmurs, thuds and other unidentified noises, 
all indicating that someone was spying on them. 

Suddenly. Likud campaign leaders were cer- 
tain their telephones were being tapped and 
instructed each other not to say “sensitive” 
things on the phone. Campaign chairman 
Moshe Arens's wife heard “male rustling 
sounds" in the garden one night, when her 
husband was out, Rumours of bugs and listen- 
ing devices were rampant.

Likud can hardly be blamed for trying to 
make political capital out of what it dubbed the 
“Israeli Watergate.” and asking the attorney 
general to have the police investigate.

In fact, Likud has more reason to wish it had 
spies in Labour's headquarters, for it would 
dearly love to lay hands on the information 
concerning the floating vote accumulated by 
Labour's extensive telephone canvassing 
operation.

God, world and humanity, Take away the 
Genesis creation story and all of Ethical 
Monotheism has no foot to stand on; the 
eternal messages of redemption and salvation 
become mere fairy tales. 

The Sabbath is the conclusion and affirma- 
tion of the biblical story of creation. It stands 
as a constant, living and ever renewed testi- 
mony to this story. which brings together 
“Heaven” and “Earth,” and ushers God into 
this world to be celebrated by humans and 
consequently give meaning, direction and 
pope to the world created and kept alive by 

οὐ 


“A God of trust” (Deut. 32:4) is interpreted 
by the rabbis as “a God who manifests trust in 
His world and proceeds to create it" (Sifrei, 
Ha*azinu 22). The Sabbath is the day on which 
this trust is manifested. It is an ever-renewed 
testimony to the wonder of creation. 

After six successive days in the creation of 
the material world, a world which is seen as 
“good,” and even “very good” (Gen. 1:31), in 
the eyes of the Lord, comes the seventh day. 

And God saw all that He had made. and 

found it very good. And there was evening 


f 


and there was morning, the sixth day. The 
heaven and the earth were finished, and all 
their array. On the seventh day God fin- 
ished the work which he had been doing, 
and he ceased on the seventh day from all 
the work which he had done. 
And God blessed the seventh day and de- 
clared it holy, because on it God ceased 
from all the work of creation which He 
done. (Gen. 1:31-2:3 New JPS translation) 
Vayechulu hashamayim veha'aretz: ‘The 
heavens and the earth were finished” is the 
usual translation of this verse. The original 


Hebrew contains, however, more of the mani- ἡ 


fold meanings inherent in the biblical creation 
story. 

Here are some of these meanings, all stem- 
ming from the one word vayechulu: © 

The material world created in the first six 
days is not the end of creation. Following is 
yet another day, a hallowed day, that brings 
the six days not only to an end, in the sense of 
finish (lechalot, to finish), but also to their 
destination, (tachlit). 

The heaven and earth and all their array are 
indeed finished, but the air is filled with expec- 
tation, with longing (Aalta nafshi, longing): it 
has not attained its “end” yet. 

And what is this “end” towards which God- 
the-creator and the newly-created Adam are 
“longing”? It is the making of this world into a 
“vessel” (kli, a vessel), ready to contam the 
infinite within the finite worid. 

For in six days the Lord made heaven and 
earth 

On the seventh, He abstained from work 

And breathed (Exodus 31:17) 

The Sabbath is the breath of the spirit of 
God in the mammoth body of the created 
world of nature; it imbues the world of matter 
with a soul. Here we are confronted with the 
great biblical revolution of breaking away 
from the cobwebs of magic and from the 
shackles of dread into a different, bright and 
redeeming reaim of the Sacred. The worid, in 
itself, is not holy. Nature is desacralized in the 


Bible. Only God, and humans made in His 
image, are able to make it holy. To the dimen- 
sion of the good of the material world created 
in six days and qualified to function in harmo- 
ny, is now added a new dimension: the dimen- 
sion of the holy, the seventh day. 
Vayinafash, translated “he rested" or “he 
breathed,” as in taking a deep breath on com- 
pleting a difficult task. could also be rendered, 
“he souled it,” namely: he gave the world a 
nefesh, a soul. 
_ An interesting idea is offered through the 
writing of the philosopher-mystic Maharal 
{Rabbi Judah Loew, 1520-1609) of Prague. 
Everything in the material world, says the 


. Maharal, has six dimensions cr directions 


«East, West, North, South, up and down). It 
can also be weighed and measured. So far for 
the realm of matter created in six days. But 
with the Sabbath there was added to the world 
a seventh dimension, the dimension of the 
Holy, which gives meaning to the. other six. 

Without this seventh dimension of meaning, 


what is the worth of the other six dimensions- 


of the materia]? Is life merely matter? Is a 
human being but the sum total of the chemicals 
of which he is composed? Can everything 
worthwhile in life be weighed or measured? Is 
love as “heavy” as the diamond ring we are 
presented by our lover? Can trust be weighed? 
Indeed, do not most things in life which make 
life worth living belong to the seventh 
dimension? 

Although things belonging to the seventh 
dimension cannot be weighed nor measured in 
the same way as material things, they are still 
there. Love, trust, faithfulness and their like 
cannot be measured and weighed. Yet, can 
their existence be denied? Nature can be 
“good,” even “very good,” but it is not God 
and without God it is meaningless. Only if one 
remembers that it is God who, by His free 
will, created nature does this world take on

As God concluded His works of the materi- 
al world, He put human beings into it at the 
end of the sixth day. God then added a sev- 
enth day, a special day, which He set aside in 
order τὸ meet with humans and celebrate to- 
gether with them the birth of a brave, new 
world. It is the Sabbath that marks the point of 
“togetherness” of God and humans. it takes 
place at the moment in which God re-enters 
the created world; in biblical Janguage, on the 
day on which “He sanctified,” that is to say, 
that the Holy One made His sacred: presence 
felt.

᾿ While political strategists are aim- 
ing at the large sumber of voters (11 
per cent) hesitating between Labour 
and Likud, they appear to be giving 
far less attention to the even larger 
group οὗ potential converts whose 
Opinions are out-of-line with those 
of the party of their choice. _ 

On most issues having to do with 
security and peace, some 20 per cent 
of voters for each of the two major 
parties express opinions that are 
typical of the rival party rather than 
that of their own. In other words, a 
sizeable minority of Likud voters 


hold dovish views on the major is- . 


sues of peace and security. 

For example, the late-August poll 
of The Continuing Survey — the joint 
project of the Israel Institute of Ap- 
plied Social Research and the Smart 

-Family Foundation Communica- 

tions Institute of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity — asked a representative sam- 
ple of 3,196 Jewish voters, “Do you 
think that the (Jewish) settling of 
the territories should continue even 
now?" While the population as ἃ 
whole divides equally over this is- 
sue, those intending to vote Likud 
favour continuing present settle- 
ment policy by a ratio of 4:1, while 
Patour voters Spats it by a ratio of 
3:1. : 

The same pattern holds for an- 
swers to the question, ““What con- 


Cessions are you prepared to make 
on the West Bank (Judea and S2- 


maria) in order to reach a peace . 


settlement with the Arab states?” 
and on other related questions in- 
cluding the issue of “transfer” of the 
Arab population from . the 
territories. 

In order to understand these “dis- 
sonant” voters — the hawks of La- 
bour and the doves of Likud -- it is 
important to recall the demographic 
facts that underlie support for the 
two major parties. 

In elections since 1977 -- and 
slightly more so in 1988 - Likud 
supporters have been far more likely 
to be young and of Asian-African 
parentage than Labour supporters, 
who are older and of predominantly 
European origin. Taken together, 


these two factors - age and ethnicity 


“π᾿ are highly predictive of voting 


inclmations. 
TABLE I SHOWS that the sec- 


.ond generation of both ethnic 


groups is more inclined to the right 
than the first generation. Voters 
born in Asian and North-African 
counties who have decided for 
whom to vote, prefer Likud to La- 
bour in the proportion of 60-40. The 
next generation of Eastern origin 
(respondent born in Israel, father 
born in Asia-Africa) divides 75-25 in 
favour of the Likud. Among decid- 
ed voters of Western origin, the first 
generation favours Labour more 
strongly (73-27) than does the sec- 
ond generation which divides 60-40. 
In other words, the stronghold of 
the Likud is among second-genera- 
tion Sepharadim. whereas the 
stronghold of Labour is among the 
aging first-generation of 
Ashkenazim. 

Omitted from the table are the 
small group of third-generation vot- 
ers (born in Israel, father bam in 
Israel) who express somewhat more 
5: rt for Labour than for the Li- 
kud. Also omitted are the numerous 
undecided voters as well as those 
who refused to divulge their inten-

tion and those who say they will not 
vote, totalling some 40 per cent of 
the population. 


Of the four groups represented in 
the table, the second-generation of 
Western origin still has the highest 
proportion of undecided. 


Education is also associated with 
party choice, but less strongly than 
age and ethnicity. Those with [3 
years of schooling or more prefer 
Labour to Likud by a ratio of 2:1, 
while those with 9-11 years of 
schooling prefer Likud in the same 
proportion. 

Those with least education (less 
than ὃ years) and those having a full 
secondary education (12 years) split 
evenly between the two parties. The 
sexes, incidentally, are represented 
equally in both parties. 

In spite of the high concentration

of the still undecided among second- 
ration voters of Western origin. 
voters deliberating between the two 
major jes are somewhat more 
likely to be of Eastern than οἱ West- 
ern origin, and tess likely than the 
other undecided to bave higher edu- 
cation, suggesting that there may be 
some advantage to the Likud among 
this group of prospective voters. 

Let us now consider the charsc- 
teristics of those “dissonant” voters 
who have made a party choice. but 
whose attitudes differ from the ma- 
jority uf their fellow travellers. 

On the issue of relinquishing at 
least some part of the West Bank in 
exchange for peace. for example, we 
can examine the ethnicity or educa- 
tion or age of the 20-25 per cent of 
Labour voters who would concede 
little or no ternitory at all with the 
nearly equal proportion of Likud 
voters who would yield at least some 
territory for peace. Table 11 com- 
pares the years of schooling of “dis- 
sonant™ voters in cach of the parties 
γι those who hold to the purty 

πὸ. 


Analyzing the identity of these 
“dissonant™ voices. the table shows 
that the doves of the Likud are more 
highly educated than the majority of 
intending Likud voters. while the 
hawks of Labour are less well edu- 
cated than their more dovish col- 
leagues. The same thing holds true 
for ethnicity and age: the “dison- 
ants” of the Likud are older and 
generally of Western origin, while 
the “dissonants” of Labour are 
younger and have fewer years of 
schooling. 

Since we have seen that Labour 
attracts older, more educated and 
more voters of Western origin and 
that the Likud attracts younger. less 
educated and more voters of East- 
em origin. it appears as if the “dis 
sonants™ hold “correct” opinions on 
the issues. but somehow strayed into 
the “wrong” camp. Of course. there 
are other reasons that might explain 
loyalty to ἃ political party. and there 
are also other issues. But sinve ill- 
most everybody agrees that sues of 
peace and security deserve to be al 
the tp of the public agenda. the 
party propaganda camp.ign that ts 
in fall. swing will make the “disson- 
ants” feel uncomfortable.

We have always ex- 
tended our hands to the Arabs, and 
would like them to live with us in 
peaceful coexistence.”

“The Likud's standering style of 
broadcasts signalled to its activists 
that it’s time to take their masks off, 
incite emotions and get to work,” 
Labour sources said yesterday. 

On Wednesday. a campaign 
meeting with Labour Minister 


Mora Gur at Givat Shmuel was re- 
portedly disrupted by a larse group 
of shouting and cursing Likud activ- 
ists, who arrived in ἃ special bus. 
The meeting could proceed only af- 
ter the police arrived and drove the 
demonstrators away. Also on 
Wednesday myht, the Labour purty 
branch in Lod was vandalized: black 
paint was sprayed on the walls and 
posters of Peres all over town were 
mutilated.

Yosef told viewers that they would 
receive God's blessing if they voted 
for Shas.

chance to don the cricketing whites 
bought on their last visit “home.” 


To the puzzlement and downright 


suspicion of local onlookers, 14 
teams up and down the country play 
one another during the summer in a 
number of league and cup matches 
on pitches that bear little resem- 

blance to the more famous homes of 
cricket such as Lords or Melbourne. 


Although crowds are more noted 


by their absence at these games, the 
players themselves take these 
matches more seriously than a num- 
ber of Israeli professional soccer 
players regard their chosen sport. 
Beneath the gentlemanly conven- 
tions of cricket, local cricketers of- 
ten nurse a naked aggression and des- 
perate determination to win. 


For the duration of the match, 


cricket, for these people — to borrow 
a quote from former Liverpoo! soc- 
cer manager Bill Shankley -- “is 
more important than life or death." 
The rivelries and antagonism buiit 
up over the years between individ- 
ual players and certain clubs have 
become an institutionalized tradi- 
tion within the Israeli game. 


Nevertheless, some people have 


become quite attached to local 
cricket. The late Terence Prittie, the 
cricket und dipioma,, correspon- 
dent of The Guardian was unstint- 
ing in his praise of the israeli game.

weWhat distinguished this game -- 


and this is a feature of Israeli cricket 
— was the excellence, even brilliance 
of the fielding....Batting and bowl- 
ing were of good club standard.

the vagaries of the ground and the 
tigours of the weather.” 


Over the years, Israeli cricket has 


graduated to become a fully-fledged 
Participant of the organization of 
the associate members of the Inter- 
national Cricket Conference and 
competes every four years in the 
mini-World Cup. 

Bur Israeli cricket also has its 
seamier side. One of the most infa- 
mous incidents in the history of local 
cricket actually occurred in England 
in 1982, during the International 
Cricket Conference’s mini-World 
Cup Competition when an internal 
dispute broke up the national team 
before the tournament was over.

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ALL FOUR are fired by the kind of 
burning ambition that is rarely seen 
in Israel. because the system is 
geared to snuffing out initiative and 
turing even talented people into 
functionaries. But their ambition is 
not to make money — they are all in 
the wrong place for that, and they 
know it. As with all revolutionaries, 
they want to make their mark by 
changing the whole system. 

The reason why they are far more 
dangerous than the pseudo-, and 
even genuine revolutionaries, who 
burn tyres in the streets, is that they 
insist on working from within the 
system. And that is why the system 
is now determined to spew them 
out. 

But if the Establishment is so 
powerful, you may ask, why is it 
finding it so difficult to deal with 
them? Why did it ever let them in in 
the first place? 

The answer is plain. The Estab- 
lishment is not so powerful at all. In 
fact, it is crumbling. It has become 
so corrupt that, like other corrup- 
tions around the world, it is unable 
to adjust to the rapid changes in 
society and in economic thinking 
and practice. It is\desperately trying 
to hang on to as much as it can for 85 
long as it can, but it is plagued by the 
gnawing fear that the writing is on 
the wall. 

One aspect of this is, of course, 
the woeful state of the Histadrut 
sector. But the Histadrut, and hence 
Bank Hapoalim, represents only 
one sector — itself a former revolu- 
tionary force — within the Establish- 
ment. Most of the Israeli Wasp com- 
munity is happy, or at least not 
unhappy. to see the Histadrut in 
difficulties. ° 

Bank Leumi, which is the very 
heart of the old-time Ashkenazi Zi- 
onist Establishment, is different: it 
is indeed the national bank. From its 
inception around the tum of the 
century, it funded everybody, was 
involved in everything -- and every- 
body and everything was involved in 
it. 

That is why its board is so careful- 
ly selected. It must include a kib- 
butznik, a moshavynik, and a 
sentative of the independent 
farmers (a Liberal party strong- 
hold). Also an industrialist, at least 
one lawyer, and a representative of 
the traders and small businessmen 
(the Liberals again). And so on. 

Above all, in these years of equal- 
ity between Labour and the Likud, 
it must have a balance between sup- 
porters and affiliates of the two big 
parties. Even the two outside direc- 
tors required by the 1987 amend- 
ment to the company law were bal- 
anced out, one for each party. 

The same goes for the body that 
owns Leumi - only more so. This 
entity, Otsar Hityashvut Hayehu- 
dim, formerly the Jewish Colonial 
Trust, and before that the Jiidische 
Kolonial Trust, has been analysed at 
length in these pages ini recent 
weeks. Under the microscope, a sor- 
ry sight is revealed.

that is probably untrue. For several 
decades, OHH really did do noth- 
ing, because its board, whose sup- 
posed function was to control and 
oversee the board of Leumi, was in 
fact identical with that of Leumi. 

In the wake of the first Leumigate 
scandal, 21 months ago. OHH was 
revived, and converted into a politi- 
cally-appointed body of quasi-politi- 
cians whose task was to meddle in 
the bank’s business. That the bank 
had a board of directors to control 
and oversee it, and that one board 
should be enough for any company, 
was blithely ignored by the politi- 
cians at the government and Zionist 
organization level, because every 
post available offered the chance of 
tore jobs for the boys, i.e. the exer- 
cise of patronage. 

The new structure at Leumi was 
thus flawed from birth. The appoint- 
ment of Meir Heth as chairman cre- 
ated further problems, because he 
proved too weak to impose himself 
on his own board and to counteract 
the baleful influence of OHH and 
the forces behind it. 

Into this mess they thrust Bino 
and, unknowingly, Shetreet. Re- 
garding Bino, really had no 
choice. Emest Japhet had been 
forced out of the post of chief execu- 
tive (and chairman) in May 1986, 
after the Bejski report revealed 
that, inter alia, he had cooked the 
books for years and, by manipulat- 
ing the bank's share price, and com- 
mitting huge sums to supporting the 
bloated price, endangered its very 
existence (yes, really; it's all in the 
book). 

Japhet was replaced by his depu- 
ty. Mordechai Einhorn. But after 
the new revelations showing how 
Japhet had lined his own pocket, 
and by extension Einhorn's too -- 
through salary, severance, and pen- 
sion terms the like of which had 
never been dreamed of in Israel — 
Einhorn was given the boot as well. 

The: Establishment was so shaken 
at this point that it made the blunder 
of calling for the only real banker in 
the country to try and set things 
straight at Leumi. Bino, the man 
who had refused to manipulate the 
shares of the First International 
Bank and had even made that small 
outfit extremely, and consistently, 
profitable, told whoever was inter- 
ested that he intended to run Leumi 
on nonmal business lines. His sole 
aim, he said, was to make profits. 

They didn’t understand what he 
meant, but it sounded good. They 
soon found out. When the phone 
rang in Bino’s office and politicians 
and other Establishment figures 
with clout suggested to him that this 
firm, that kibbutz, or such-and-such 
organization, needed loans or spe- 
cial help, he told them to go to hell. 
Eventually, the word spread, and 
the phone stopped ringing. 

But the business strategy he im- 
plemented kept the bank's profits 
ringing up at a furious pace, to levels 
never before seen. With this kind of 
success, NO one could say him nay. 
Even Leumi’s recalcitrant and cor- 
Tupt works committees had no an- 
swer to the bonuses and wage rises 
he kept heaping on the staff.

be a long and very lonely campaign. 
Ina nutshell, all he did was to keep 
saying “the fish stinks from the 
head”: Japhet bad run the bank as 
his private fief and taken whatever 
he wanted for himself and his cro- 
nies, and now they should be called 
to account. 

Just as Bino did not know that the 
Establishment didn't want a CEO 
who could make big profits, She- 
treet didn’t grasp that the Establish- 
ment didn’t want directors who in- 
sisted on accountability. When they 
told him to shut up and kept on 
ignoring him, Shetreet went on the 
rooftops and shouted to all and sun- 
dry: “The fish stinks from the 
head!” The more they tried to si- 
lence him, the louder he shouted. 

Since the two upstarts were not 
bribable, the Establishment simply 
didn’t know what to do with them. 
And still doesn’t. 


Bino has now resigned in protest 
against the politicization of Bank 
Leumi, which has ruined much of 
what he achieved since his arrival.

Shetreet has taken the exact op- 
posite route. He refuses to resign 
and, using his excellent flair for pub- 
lic relations, keeps bellowing over 
and over the same message that so 
appalls the Establishment. Fortu- 
nately for him, the law required him 
to make his complaint to the Securi- 
ties Authority, and Mintkevitch 
happens to believe that his job is not 
to sweep things under the carpet, 
but to write — albeit in polite legal 

mguage — that his investigation 

ows that, yes, the fish does indeed 
stink from the head. 

Mintkevitch will also block any 
attempt to remove Shetreet. Such 
an attempt is now being prepared by 
the Gang of Four politicians and 
agents — two from each side — who 
ran OHH. These are the chairman 
of the council. Akiva Lewinsky (La- 
bour), chairman of the board David 
Stern (Likud-Liberals), Governor 
Avraham Agmon (Labour), and 
Governor Matityahu Drobles (Li- 
kud-Herut). 

Mintkevitch is in an exposed posi- 
tion, as the deliberate leaking of his 
report this week clearly demonstrat- 
ed. But he has the backing of the 
only person who can appoint and 
remove him: Moshe Nissim. 

What will happen after the elec- 
tions, should an Establishment fig- 
ure, of either party. become finance 
minister? For Bino, it is too late: 
he's had it up to his back teeth with 
Leumi and with the Israeli system as 
a whole. Shetreet will fight until he 
is eliminated. Whether it is still pos- 
sible to pull Bank Leumi out of the 
mud, and whether, if it is, the Estab- 
lishment will tet it happen, is any- 
body's guess.

Real soar, Ajax flop 


LONDON (AP) -- Six-time winner 
Real Madrid of Spain took a confi- 
dent step toward another European 
Champions" Cup triumph by beating 
Norwegian titlist FK Moss 1-0 to 
march into the second round. 

Emilio Butragueno bagged Real's 
Jone goal in Norway after 39 min- 
utes as the Spanish titlist cruised 
into the second round of the Cham- 
pions’ Cup. 

Butragueno was the stand-out 
player of Real’s star-studded line-up 
which has been given the task of 
emulating the great side that won 
the competition for the first five sea- 
sons after it began in 1956.

Sadat Peace Foundation 
calls for election in areas

A U.S. organization founded by 
Anwar Sadat's widow, Jihan, 
marked the seventh anniversary of 
the Egyptian leader's assassination 
yesterday by calling on Israel to hold 
elections in the territories and to 
drop preconditions for peace negoti- 
ations with the Palestinians. 

The Sadat Peace Foundation 
charged at a press conference in Je- 
rusalem that Prime Minister Shamir 
has not lived up to commitments 
made in 1979 in a letter signed by 
Sadat and former prime minister 
Begin. The letter states that “the 
Israeli military government and its 
civilian administration will be with- 
drawn” from the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip after elections and the 
establishment of a self-governing 
authority in the territories. 

“How can you expect another 


Arab leader to place his trust and to 
negotiate with Israel when Israel un- 
der your leadership has violated its 

fees to President Sadat as 
stated in the joint letter signed by 
Mr. Begin?” asked foundation pres- 
ident Jim George. 

George said that while Shamir has 
spoken about negotiations with the 
Palestinians as called for in the in 
the Camp David Accords, Israel's 
“preconditions” for talks are ob- 
structing the process. 

“Both Israel and the Palestinians 
have been sitting on their precondi- 
tions for 40 years. We ask that they 
drop the preconditions and start 
talking,” George said. 

The foundation said that it was 
appealing to Shamir through the 
press, because he has failed to re- 
spond to their request to meet with 
him. The organization’s representa- 
tives have met several times with 
Foreign Minster Peres, it was said. 


East Jerusalem high schools 
reopen as police lower profile
